Over Large Area 


California Expert Presents Favorable 
Report to Alberta Legislature. 

George G. Antletson, of Los An- 
geles, California, the irrigation expert 
commissioned bythe governmé@nt of 
the province of Alberta to investigate 
the possibility of the large irrigation 
scheme in Southern Alberta, known 
as the Lethbridge Northern project, 
is about to prepare an) officidreport 
of his investigations for submission to 
the Alberta legislature, 

Mr. Anderson considérs the propos- 
ed irrigation scheme in thé northern 
Lethbridge district entirely feasible. 
Mr. Anderson states that he is satis-, 
fied that* adequate water. supply is 
available. phe survey work already 
done by’ the Dominion government 
has been carried out with great care- 
fulness and accuracy, but the estimate 
of costs that had ‘been currently ac- 
cepted, largely on Jocal and unofficial 
authority, he believes to he consider- 

ably under the amount that would 
actually be required. Aj matter 6t 
$4,000,000 is probably invdlved in the 
scheme, according to the Hon. A. J. 
McLean, minister of public ‘works. 

The irrigation work in the northern 
Lethbridge district is the first of 
several irrigation schemes on foot. It 
is not the largest, however, and it is 


expected that it will be followed by]'

Breeding Sows 


Rations Which Have Rroven Satis- 
factory By Dept. Of Animal Hus- 
bandry. Alberta 


Results of numerous’ experiments 
conducted by the Department of Ani- 
mol Husbandry of :tne University of 
Alberta indicate clearly, the. import- 
ance of selecting the right kind of 
feeds for wintering pregnant sows. 

Such natural feeug as barley and 
frozen wheat when fed as a single 
feed to young brood sows resulted in 
undersized, weak. and even hairless 
pigs, but with the addition of 10 per 
‘cent meat meal tankage other sows 


‘| of the same age and breeding farrowed 


strong vigorous litters Such grains 
do not furnish pregnant sows suffic- 
ient growing material, called protein. 
to properly nourish tne unborn young. 
This growing material can be provid- 
ed in the form of tankage, oil? meal; 


‘|skim milk or butter milk—the latter 


two being available on many farms. © 
Oats on the other hand even when 
fed as a single feed to young sows 
praduce _good average pigs, though 
the sows did not gain as much in 
weight during the pregnancy. period as 
did the sows on othsr grain mixtures. 
This grain more nearly approaches a 
pr@perly balanced feed for bred sows 
than any other single feed commonly 
Like all 
other classes of animals. however, 
brood sows appreciate variety. 
The following rations have proved 
very satisfactorry at the University; 
1. Gilts weighing 265 Ibs were fed 
1 pound per head per day from a mix- 
ture of equal parts’ of crushed oats, 
crushed barley: and wheat bran con- 
taining 6 per cent. tankage for the 
morning meal; 7 Ibs (weighed in the 
usual sloppy condition) ‘per head 
thoroughly cooked garbage or kitchen 
refuse at noon; and 1 1-3 Ibs whole 
oats scdttered on the ground for the 
evening feed. With mature sows the

In those Wistricts where ithe oat crop 
was a partial or total failure last sea. 
son, farmers are becoming somewhat 
anxious as tothe available supply of 
seed oats, There is general tendency 
on the part of farmers who have seed 
oats for sale to withhold them until 
later in the wincer.
